Grea; Cessation of rain and full:co- 
operation of Old Sol are now 
necessary before’ the fall crop can 
be put into the ground. Pumps are 
running continuously but the yain- 
fall has been more, than thdt re- 
moved by the pumps. 

About three weeks ago farmers 
got away to a good start in their 
planting but the day after day 
rains have halted all planting op- 
erations except in unusually high 
spots. As a result far less seed is in 
the ground than is the usual case 
at this time of year. j 

According to an official of Pa- 
hokee Drainage District, pumps 
have been operating on a 24 hour 
basis since Sept. 1, but at times 
they have not been operating full 
capacity. 

Statistics at the drainage office 
shows rainfall, 
jA6th, is 7.84 inches. Normal rain- 
fall for the entire month is 7:45 
inches. ` 

Rainfall for the year up, to Sept. 
16 has been 55.59. Normal rainfall 
for the entire year-is 42.56 whicn 
gives this section to date some 
13.03 excess rainfall with three 
more months to go. Last year this 
section had a deficiency of 16.12 
inches.

Object of the battle 
is to build a larger number of big- 
ger and more elaborate super- 
markets than your competitor. 

Latest entry in the race to build 
and expand is Winn-Dixie Stores, 
Inc., who have announced plans 
to build 10 large. superm: on 
the Florida West Coast in fe be- 
lief that food sales in the area 
from Naples in the south to Tampa 
will double by 1960. 

The stores, which will operáte 
unde rthe popular Kwik Chek 
name, are to be twice as large as 
any the chain has built in the area 
before. The markets will range in 
size from 17,500 to 25,000 square 
feet and will average $150,000 to 
‘construct and equip. 

The store will be built between 
now and next June with three 
‘Scheduled for the Tampa area, five 
for Pinellas County and two more 
jon the lower West Coast.

Industry Showing 


Increased Growth 


WEST PALM BEACH—New in- 
dustrial plants have ‘located in 
neasly all of the'17 counties in the 
Central and Southern Florida 
Flood Control District during the 
first half of 1957, according to a 
report of the Florida Development 
Commission, 

A break down of types of plant 
into standard industrial classifi- 
eations reveals that stone, clay and 
glass 
plants in the Flood Control Dis- 
trict and 23 transportation equip- 
ment and allied« industries began 
operations there between January 
and July. 

Thirteen plants representing a 
variety of industries were estab- 
lished in Volusia county. In St. 
Lucie County a civil, aeronautical 
and architectural engineering com- 
pany began operations and a pre- 
calibrated thermostat company 
was established in Indian River 
County along with three other con- 
cerns. Brevard County found 5 
new industries‘ within its bound- 
aries.. Their production ranges 
from apparel and plastic novelties 
to electronics equipment and 
wholesale crabmeat. 

Establishment of, headquarters 
maintenance center and air freight 
line in Highlands County was an- 
nounced. Some of the new indust- 
ry in Polk county is-related to 
citrus, Besides a fruit concentrate 
plant, there are 10 new industries 
ranging from boats and trucks to 
paint and citrus fruit containers. 
In Orange County 14 new indust- 
ries .were established in, the first 
six months of 1957 and these var- 
ied in type from the manufactory 
of dog food tothe publication of 
books. 

A marine service was establish- 
ed in Okeechobee County during 
this period and a plastics corpora- 
tion began operation in Osceola 
County. An electronics research 
corporation was scheduled to be- 
gin work during this year in Lee 
County, a furniture plant has lo- 
cated in Hendry County, and an 
asphalt plant started production 
in Martin County. 

In Dade County 96 new indust- 
ries, began operations, while there 
were 51 in Broward and 29 in 
Palm Beach, during early 1957.

The Di- 
rect Loan Program will cantinue in 
effect under presént regulations 
and is due to expire on June 30, 
1958. 

We are advised by Asa B. Grove, 
Manager Veterans Administration 
Loan Guaranty Division, P. O. Box 
1791, Miami 10, Fla, that they have 
a limited amount’ of funds avail- 
able for the Direct Loan Program 
and that upon the completion of 
use of these funds, they will set up 
a priority system based upon date 
of receipt of a completed applica- 
tion, then as additional limited 
funds‘ become. available, - names 
will be taken .chronologicaliy from 
that priority list. t '

to supply a limited amount of loan 
funds for veterans in rural areas 
where private funds‘are not avail- 
able.

Upon receipt’ of the veteran's 
letter, the Loan Guaranty Division 
will immediately send him.a com- 
plete application package.’ All ex- 
hibits required for his particular 
case will be checked on an Exhibit 
List that is enclosed in ecah appli- 
cation package. 

The minimum down payment on 
all Direct Loans is 2 percent. 
Where the construction costs ex- 
ceed $10,000, the down payment 
will bė all that amount in excess of 
$10,000, or the loan amount.
